IT now appears (and not till now) to the world, 


that in the number of thoſe many ancient M 8 8. diſco« 
D | ver'd 
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1 er'd at Verona by Count Maſfey and Carinelliut, about 
years ago, there is one of Caſſiodorins's, a very great 
man, and an eminent ſcholar; who, in Hiſtory's ac · 
count of him, after being Praceptoe, was Prime Mi- 
niſter of State, and in each capacity molt highly uſeful, 
to the excellent Theodoric; inſomuch, that for the many 
gradual inſtances of his ſingular merit he was promoted 
from one dignity to another gradually ; higher and high- 
er; at laſt to the higheſt, of Roman. Patritian; 
and all this by Theodoric, King (frſt of che O ſtrogot be 
in [:aly, afterwards) of Iny; a King indeed that was 
himſelf, an Arian, but no Bigot (from Bigotry as re- 
mote perhaps as an Ariau was ever known to be.) 
Tu is ſame Ca/fodore liv'd near one half his days in 
the'5® Century ; the other half in the &*, was an ex- 
EeNent Stateſman; a man of great Reading, great 
Learning, eſpecially in Philoſophy. At. laſt turn'd his 
thoughts ſo intirely to Divinity, that (good man!) re- 
nouncing all Secular diguities he retir'd to a Monaſte- 
ry (and was there an Abbot) at Ravenna ; the place 
which, as I apprehend, he was Born at. Here (beſides 
his Tripartit hiſtory of the Church) we are to ſuppoſe 
he wrote many books; particularly that upon Ortbo- 
_ graphy: And (as I take it Before that) the book ſo lately 
diſcover'd i. e. his Breviary of the Apoſtolical Scriptures, 
or tather (as it may be more fitly <all'd) this Breviary of 
the Principal matters in thoſe Scriptures, which is now 
pabliſh'd under this Titie (taken moſtly, not holly from
